upon Ptoduction of the forefaid Cerrificat, or in caſe of delay of pay- 
ment, that he ſhall have ſummar Action for recovery of his ſaid Reward,

And be- 
cauſe ſuch is the Malice and Subtility of rhe ſaid Jeſuit Prieſts, and traffic- 
king Papiſts, that they diſguiſe themſelves, and cover their evil Practices 
as much as poſſible, and through the difficulty of Frobation do often e- 
vade the due pains of Law, Therefore it is farder Statute and Ordained, 
for facilitating the foreſaid Conviction, that it it ſhall be proven that the 
Prieſt, Jeſuit, or trafficking Papiſt, brought in queſtion, was held and 
repute to be a Jeiuit, Prieſt, or trafficking Papiſt; or if it ſhall be proven 
that he has changed his Name, or Sirname, and goes under another 
Name, and with one or other of theſe Alternatives, ſhall refuſe 
to purge himſelf of Popery, in the form and manner after-meriti- 
oned, it ſhall be ſufficient ground for the Lords of His Maje- 
ſties Privy Council, to baniſh him furth of the Realm, with Certification, 
that ifever he return thereto, being (till Papiſt, he ſhall be puniſhed with 

the pain of Death Which Certification if incurred by the foreſaid per- 
ſons return, either contrair to the ſaid Sentence, or contrair to his Con-

And for the 
better Conviction of Hearers of Maſs ; It is farther Statute and Ordained, 
that if any perſon be found in any Meeting, where there is either Altar, 
Mass- Book, or Veſtments, or Popiſh Images, or other Popiſh Trinckets 
or Inſtruments of Superſtition, and withal ſhall refuſe to purge himſelt 
of Popery, in manner after-mentioned, it ſhall be a ſufficient ground for 
the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council to baniſh him furth of the Realm 
under what Certification, even to the pain of Death incluſivè they ſhall 
think fit, and that the incurring of the ſaid Certification, by the perſon 
baniſhed his return; ſhall infer againſt him before the Lorq; of Council 
or Juſticiary reſpeckivè the pains therein. contained, and whoſoever ſhall

Acts of Parliament, inflicting the pain of Death upon Hearers and Say- 
ers of Maſs, and others againſt Papiſts. And His Majeſty with Advice 
and Conſent forelaid, doth hereby not only Ratifie the eight Act of the 
Parliament 1661, Intituled, AG againſt Papiſts, Prieits and Jeſuits, and 


appointing Children under Popiſh Parents, Tutors aud Curators, to be talen

from them, and committed to the Education of ſome well affected religious 


Kinſman, at the ſight, and by Order of His Majeities Privy Council. But 


further Declares, that it ſhall be competent to any ofthe Proteſtant Rela- 
tions of the foreſaid Children, to purſue to have their Education com- 
mitred in manner above-preſcribed ; And that failzeing the ſaid Prote- 
ſtant Relations, His Majeſties Advocat, or Solicitor, may proſecute the 


ſaid Action by themſelves, without concurrance of the ſaid Relations: 


And the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, or Lords of Seſſion, are 
hereby impowered ſummarly, to Appoint and Ordain ſuch an Aliment 
to be payed to the perſon to whom the ſaid Education ſhall be commit- 


ted, out of the Eſtate and Means of the perſon educat, or their Parents, 
as they ſhall think meet; And to the effect that the foreſaid matter of 
Education may be better ſeen to: His Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament, 


recommend to the Presbytries within the Kingdom, to ſend in termely Liſts 
and Informations to one of the Clerks of His Majeſties Privy Council, of 


what Children are under Popiſh Parents, Tutors, Curators, or other Pa- 
piſts within their reſpective Bounds, that their Education may be proyi- 


ded for as ſaid is. And farder, for the better reſtraining cf the foreſaid 
pernicious Growth of Popery ; His Majeſty with Advice and Conſent 


ſoreſaid, doth hereby Stature,Ordain,and Declare, that in all time coming, 
no profeſſed Papiſt, who being ſuſpect thereof,ſhall refuſe to purge them- 


ſelves of Popery in the form and manner after ſet down.ſhall be capableto 
purchaſe and enjoy by any voluntar Diſpoſition or Deed that ſhall be 


made to them, or any perſon in truſt to their behove, any Lands, Houſes, 


Tenements, Annualtents, or other real Rights, or Tacks of Lands, or 


Temds, but that the ſaid voluntar Diſpoſitions and Deeds, with all that 


ſhall follow thereupon, ſhall .cozpſo become void and null to all intents 
and purpoſes, and the Right thereof remain with the Diſponer or Granter 
his Heirs and Aſſigneys, ſicklike as if the ſamen had not been made nor 
granted, N 4 (4 Action be competent to theſaid Papilt, orany 
interpoſed. perſon for their behove, upon the Warrandice, nor for Reſt1- 
tution or Repetition of the price, or other onergus Cauſes of the D:ed 
in their favours, or for their behove. And ſicklike, His Majeſtie with

And if any perſon or perſons educated 
in the Popiſh Religion, ſhall happen to ſucceed as Heirs to their Prede- 
ceſſors, or any Convoyance ſhall Dapper to be made in their favours 
from a perſon to whom they might ſucceed as Heirs betore they attain 
the ſaid Age; Then, and in either of theſe Caſes, they ſhall be holden and 
obliged to purge themſelves of Popery, before they atrain to the ſaid Age 
of fifteen years; And in theſe caſes, or either of them, viz. If the Succeſſion 
devolve to any Papiſt after theAge of fifteen years, or anyConvoyance ſhall 
happento be made in their favours, from any perſon to whom they might 
have ſiicceeded,or the Right be devolved to them by Succeſſion, or other 
Convoyance before that Age, and they neglect, or omit to renunce Po- 
pery as aforeſaid; Then, and immediatly thereafter, their Right and 
Intereſt in, or by the foreſaid Succeſſion or Convoyance ſhall become 
void and null, and ſhall devolve and belong to the next Proteſtant Heir, 
or Heirs, who would ſucceed if they and all the interveening Popifh 
Heirs were naturally dead; And it ſhall be lawful to the ſaid Proteſtant 
Heir, or Heirs, to ſerve Heir to the Defunct to whom the interveening 
Papiſt might have ſucceeded, by vertue of this Act, and the Irritancie in- 
curred by the interveening Popiſh Heir, or Heirs; Which Proteſtant Heir 
or Heirs, ſhall have Right to the ſaid Eſtate, and Profits, and Mails and 


i Duties thereof, from the incurring of the Irritancy, ay and while the fore- 


aid petſon or perſons excluded, or their Heirs, ſhall purge themſelves of 
Popery in manner foreſaid : In which caſe they ſhall be immediatly re- 
poned to their Right and Poſſeſſion of the Eſtate from which they were 
excluded, in the ſame condition as it was the time of their Exclufion, 
the interveeting Rents and Profits belonging to the Proteſtant Heir, or 
Heirs, without being lyableto compt therefore, with the Burden of the 
current Annualrents of the Debts; Providing always that the foreſaid 
Excluſion ſhall be without prejudice to their lawful Creditors ante- 
rior to the Excluſion only, and to the Creditors of their Prede- 
ceſſor, from whoſe Succeſſion they are excluded. And farder, His 
Majeſty with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Statutes, Enacts and De- 
clares, that it ſhall not be lawful to any Papiſt, to Grant any gratu- 
itous Diſpoſition of his Heretage, or any part thereof, or any gra- 
tuitous Bond, or other gratuitous Deeds to the prejudice of bis Heir or 
Heirs ; Declaring all ſuch Diſpoſitions, Bonds or other Deeds, to be 
void and null, excepting in ſo far as concerns his Perſon and Movable 
Eſtate allenarly. And His Majeſty with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, 
Statutes, Enacts and Declares, that the proper Debts and Deeds of the 
Proteſtant Heir or Heirs ſucceeding as aforeſaid, ſhall no ways affect the 
foreſaid Eſtate, but the ſame ſhall return in the fame condition as it was 
at the time the Succeſſion devolved to the Proteſtant Heir or Heirs, with 
the burden always of the juſt and lawful Debts payed by the Proteſtant 
Heir or Heirs, or Securities granted by them for the ſaid Debts, which 
ſhall really burden and affect the ſaid Eſtate, not reckoning the current 

_ - Annualrents,ſo that the benefite of the free Rent, over & above the current 
Annualtent, ſhall belong to the Proteſtant Heir or Heirs 3 And in caſe the 
e | | ck 19 5 Pro- 
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- Proteſtant Heir or Heirs to whom the Succeſſion ſhall devolve, do not 
proſecute their Right by Service, or other Legal Mean, to affect the Suc- 
ceſſion within the ſpace of two Years after the Irritancy is incurred, then 
there ſhall be acceſs to the next Proteſtant Heir or Heirs, to whom the 
like ſpace is allowed to proſecute their Right; and if they failzie, to the 
remotter Heir or Heirs on the like Conditions, ay and while the Right be 
effectually eſtabliſhed in the perſon of a Proteſtant Heir or Heirs, who by 
owning and eſtabliſhing their Title, ſhall have Right to all the Profits af- 
ter incurring of the lrritancy; and if the Popiſh Heir or Heirs excluded, 
do not renounce Popery as aforeſaid, within the ſpace of Ten Years after 
the Irritancy is incurred, not reckoning the Years of Minority in the 
ſaid Ten Years, they and their Heirs ſhall be for ever excluded: Provid- 
ing always and Declaring, that all Eſtates whatſomever devolved in man- 

ner and for the Cauſes foreſaid, ſhall be devolved, transferred and belong 

tothe ſucceeding Proteſtant Heir, with and under the Tailzies, Condi- 
tions, Irritancies and Clauſes reſolutive contained in the Rights of the 
ſaid Eſtates, as they ſtand or ſhall ſtand in the perſon of theſe to whom they 

ſhall ſucceed, on the Grounds and for the Reaſons foreſaid, the ſame being 

* conſiſtent with and agreeable to this preſent Act and the other Laws of the 

Kingdom. And for preventing all Frauds by latent or antedated Diſpo- 

ſitions, His Majeſty with Advice foreſaid, Doth Statute and Declare, that 

no Diſpoſition or other voluntar Right in favours of a Papiſt, flowing 

from a perſon to whom the ſaid Papiſt may ſucceed as Heir, ſhall be of an) 
force or effect, though anterior to the date hereof, unleſs the ſaid Diſpo- 
ſicion or other Right has taken effect by Infeftment or Poſſeſſion, or pro- 
ducing the ſame Judicially in Proceſs before the date hereof. And His 
| Majeſty with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Statutes, Enacts and Declares, 
that all Diſpoſitions, Donations, Legacies, or other Deeds in favours of 
| Cloyſters, or any other Popiſh Societies, or to any perſons to their be- 

Dove, ſhall be void and null, in ſo far as concerns the ſaid Cloyſters or 
Popiſh Societies, but the ſame ſhall ipſo facto fall and accreſs to the neareſt 
Proteſtant Relation to the giver at the time, when the ſaid Diſpoſition, 
Donation. Legacy or other Deed were deſtinat to be effectual. As alſo, 
His Maj-ſty with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Statutes, Enacts and De- 
clares that no Adjudication at the inſtance of any Papiſt, or for his behove, 
ſhall at anv time expire in the perſon ot a Papiſt, but ſhall only ſubſiſt for 
Security of the Sums truely due, with the ordinar Annualrent thereof, pro- 
viding that the ſaid Adjudication may expire within Year and Day after 
the ſame comes to be eſtabliſhed in the perſon of a Poteſtant Heir or Aſſig- 
ney and the ordinar Legal run, neither ſhall any Adjudication or other real 
Diligence be comptent at the inſtance of a Papiſt, or his behove, upon a gra- 
tuitous Bond, or any other gratuitous Debt or Deed whatſoever. And 
His Majeſty with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Ordains the foreſaid 

Renunciation of Popery, to be made according to the Formula hereto» 
ſubjoyned, in preſence of the Lords of His Majeſties Pri vy Council, or 
whom they ſhall appoint, or in preſence of the Presbytry of the Bounds 
where the Party tefides for the time; and that the ſame be Signed and

ing all occafion of Seduction by Papiſts, no perſon profeſſed or 
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Recorded in the Books of the Judicature before whom the ſaid Declara? 
tion ſhall be Judicially Made and Signed, and to be Reported by the 
Presbytry to one of the Clerks of the Privy Council within Fourty Days. 
And in like manner, it is hereby Statute and Enacted, that if any perſon 
Profeſſing the true Proteſtant Religion, as now eſtabliſhed in this King- 
dom, ſhall Apoſtatize from the ſame, by profeſſing the Popiſh Religion, 
or practiſing the Idolatries or Superſtitions thereof as a Papiſt, he ſhall 
thence and from that time furch, Forfault his whole Heretable Eftate to 
his next Heir in Law being Proteſtant, ſicklike as if he were naturally 
dead: But prejudice always to lawful anterior Creditors, both as to 
the perſon Apoſtatizing himſelf and his Eſtate and Succeſſion therein in 
any ſort. And foravoiding all Queſtions anent the next Proteſtant Heir, 
in caſe the next Heir or Heirs to the perſon excluded ſhould happen to be 
Infants, or within Pupillarity, It is hereby Declared, that the ſaid next 
Heir or Heirs, within Pupillarity, ſhall be reckoned Proteftant Heirs, 
though of Popiſh Parents, in caſe they be under the Education of Prote- 
Feants ; but if the ſaid Pupil Heir or Heirs be under the Education of Pa- 
piſts, they ſhall be reckoned Popiſh Heirs, and hereby excluded, until 
they renounce Fopery as aforeſaid. And laſtly, His Majeſty with Advice 
and Conſent forelaid, Statutes, Enacts and Declares, that for x 14 
ulpeted | 
to be Papiſts, ſnall be capable to be Imployed in the Education of Youth, | 
or the Truſt or Mannagement of their Affairs; and eſpecially, that none 
ſuch ſhall be capable to be Governours, Chaplains, Pedagogues or School- 
Maſters, Tutors or Curators, Chamberlains or Factors, and that none 
preſume to Imploy Papiſts, or ſuch as are ſuſpect of Popery, in any ofthe 
Firs Truſts, until firſt rhey purge themſelves of Popery, and Sign the 
Formule after-mentioned, under the Pain of an Years Valued Rent, 
or One Thouſand Meri, in caſe the Valuation be leſs, or that the Im- 
ployer be not an Heretor,  zoties quoties, and all ſuch Commiſſions, 
Tutories or Curatories to be void & null, neither ſhall it be allowed to a- 
ny profeſſed or ſuſpect Papiſt to Teach any Art, Science, or Exerciſe of any 
| Tort, either in Families or out of them, or to Young or Old, nor ſhall a. 
ny Papiſt be intertained as a Domeſtick Servant by any Proteſtant, under 
the pain of five hundred Merks, to be incurred by each of the ſaids Of- 
fenders who ſhall preſume in the contrair; And which Pain of a years 
valued Rent, athouſand Merks or five hundred Merks reſpeFive, may be 
purſued for by any Proteſtant Subject, and upon Conviction ſhall per- 
tin to the Purſuer for his Reward. 5
